WE congratulate the management of this house on the increasing 
popularity of Foscart. We are ready te allow that it is not a Tra- 
gedy of the first class—that it is not fit to stand among the pyramids 
of the drama, of almost superhuman magnitude, and of almost eter- 
nal durance :—it is, however, a pathetic story very sweetly told, not 
always forcible, but never uninteresting. Moreover, it is the only 
work of the classical drama which has been produced for a very con- 
siderable time, and it is acted with a happy combination of talent 
which presents to the audience what may fairly be supposed the beau 
ideal of the author. We have also, we believe, another subject for 
congratulation, the abolition of orders—and if, as we understaud, we 
are to consider the house of last night as the commencement of the 
system at this theatre, the management must already perceive that 
even the appearance of the audience is not effected by it, and the re- 
eeipts must be much more considerabie ; if the two national establish- 
ments unite ia this object, it will speedily be affected, and their trea- 
suries will soon testify the favorable result. Zhe Barber of Seville 
followed the new Play, and, aided by the powers of Fawcett, Jones, 
G. Penson, Pearman, J. Isaacs, and, above all, Miss Paton, delighted 
the audience. For onrselves, having noticed both pieces before, we had 
the pleasant task of throwing aside our critical pen, and fairly resign-
